A PARENTS’ campaign to make the road 
safer outside a Newmarket primary school 
after a girl was hit by a car is gathering 
support. 

Gina Williams and Kaylee Brown were 
picking up their children from Houlds- 
worth Valley Community Primary School 
on Tuesday January 17, when a 5-year-old 
Newmarket child was knocked down 
outside its gates and taken to hospital 
with a suspected pelvic injury. 

The mums have launched a petition for 
a safer crossing and want to see speed 
bumps introduced on the road and for the 
20mph signage to be moved so it is visible 
earlier. 


They have already collected more than 
70 signatures. 

Gina said: “Even if they don’t see a child, 
a speed bump should slow the car down 
without the driver having to do anything. 

“There are 20mph signs; you cannot 
actually see them. They are overgrown 
with trees - they are just outside the 
school entrance where the kids cross.” 

Gina said she had been surprised at the 
number of signatures they had gathered 
already during their 10-minute stints 
outside Houldsworth Valley in the 
mornings and at the end of the school day.

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Boy, 7, also hurt in collision 
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A CRASH in Swaffham 
Bulbeck left a Burwell man 
fighting for his life and a boy 
with serious injuries. 

Police have appealed for 
information about the accident 
in which a silver Ford Focus and 
a scaffolding lorry collided on 
the A1303 close to the Swaffham 
Heath Road junction at 8.35am 
on Monday. 

The car’s driver, a 33-year-old Burwell 
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man, suffered serious head and chest 
injuries and was taken to Addenbrooke’s, 
where he remains in a critical condition. 

A 7-year-old boy from Cambridge 
who was a passenger in the car suffered 
serious but not life-threatening injuries 
and is also in Addenbrooke’s. 

The 35-year-old lorry driver from 
Biggleswade and his passenger, a 25- 
year-old man from Stevenage, were not 
injured in the crash. 


Sgt Chris Huggins of Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “I would like to hear from 
anyone who witnessed the collision or 
saw either vehicle in the moments 
leading up to the incident.” 

Cambridgeshire Police, East of 
England Ambulance Service (EEAST), 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
(CFRS) and the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance rushed to the scene and air 
and land ambulance and fire crews 
worked to release the man from the 
vehicle. 

The boy had got out of the car before 
the fire service arrived. 


A female driver metres away from the 
scene at around 9.30am said the sight 
had left her feeling sick. She said: “I 
could see the air ambulance to the right 
of me in the field. There were fire 
engines, police cars, ambulance; there 
were people everywhere. I could see that 
car was a wreck. 

“I felt sick at the look of it. You knew it 
was serious by the amount of people 
there were on the scene.”

Blind man lost two helpers after attacks 


A MAN who lost two guide dogs 
after they were attacked in 
Newmarket High Street is 
calling for dog owners to take 
more responsibility for their 
pets. 

Paul Johnson’s third guide dog, 
Wilson, was attacked late last spring 
and Barnaby, another of his former 
guide dogs, was mauled in 2005. 

Both of the specialist dogs, who act 
as eyes for blind or partially-sighted 
people, had to be retired following the 
attacks because they had lost their 
confidence. 

Mr Johnson, of Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, who is registered blind, 
said: “The emotional upset for people 
is unbelievable. It’s actually worse 
than losing a dog to death or illness, 
having a dog retire early due to an 
attack. It’s a horrible way for a dog to 
have to stop working.” 

The two labradors were attacked by 
the same dog which belonged to a 
homeless man who used to sit in the 
entrance of a shop in Newmarket 
High Street, but the man is now 
believed to have moved on. 

Mr Johnson, who has been 
fundraising for Guide Dogs for the 
Blind for almost two decades, said: 
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“It’s horrible sometimes when you 
feel you cannot go out because you 
are worried your dog might be 
attacked. I had that feeling for several 
months after the first attack. You 
shouldn’t have to feel like that.” 

He is appealing for people to take 
more responsibility for their animals 
to ensure they do not attack guide 
dogs and is also keen to raise 
awareness of the brilliant job they do. 

The 40-year-old said: “I used a cane 
for years before I had a dog. You do 
feel quite isolated, even though you 
can get around reasonably well, but a 
dog gives you so much more 
confidence stepping out.” 

He added people tend to come up 
and speak to you more if you have a 
dog and often treat you with greater 
respect. 

Mr Johnson said he is happy to 
speak to people around the town 
about guide dogs and asked for 
people to come up to him rather than 
his dog, Hunter, who will be busy 
concentrating.

Women urged to take smear tests 


NHS Suffolk’s public 
health screening lead 
has urged women to 
take up the offer of a 
smear test. 

Hossein Khaled’s 
appeal came alongside 
European Cervical 
Cancer Prevention 
Week, which started on 
Sunday. 

Cervical cancer is the 
second most common 
form of the disease in 
women under 35 and 
affects 3,000 females a 
year. 


Hossein said: “The 
symptoms of cervical 
cancer are not always 
obvious and it may not 
cause any symptoms 
until it has reached an 
advanced stage. 

“However, if it is 
diagnosed early the 
cancer can usually be 
successfully treated. 
This is why it is so 
important women take 
up the offer of a smear 
test. 

“In Suffolk, women 
will be invited for a 


smear test from their 
25th birthday and then 
every three years until 
50. Between the ages of 
50 and 64 women will 
be invited to a screening 
every five years. 

“The screening 
process is simple and 
painless and most 
women will attend their 
GP practice and have 
the test carried out by a 
practice nurse.”

Plea over 
bus costs 

SOHAM town council is 
to be asked if it is willing 
to contribute to the cost 
of a trial Sunday bus 
service between the 
town, Newmarket and 
Cambridge. 

Stagecoach’s Sunday 
bus service in New¬ 
market was stopped in 
April following the 
removal of Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
subsidy more than two 
and a half years ago. 

But following meet¬ 
ings between the bus 
company and represen¬ 
tatives of the town 
council, the business 
offered to reinstate a 
service between Soham, 
Newmarket and Camb¬ 
ridge for three months in 
late spring on a trial 
basis. 

The cost to the town 
council of subsidising 
the service would be 
£8J.50 per day and 
Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil is to ask its Soham 
counterpart if it would 
like to help meet the 
amount. 

Andy Campbell, man¬ 
aging director of Stage¬ 
coach in Cambridge¬ 
shire, has said if the trial 
showed the service was 
commercially viable, it 
could be reinstated 
permanently. 

Councillors are also 
going to ask Stagecoach 
again for its passenger 
figures for the services 
which used to run in the 
evenings.

The county’s police 
force has weighed in at 
49th place out of more 
than 300 organisations in 
the Workplace Equality 
Index developed by 
Stonewall, the gay 
equality charity.

The teenager, who impressed in 
the audition despite the fact they 
were looking for someone aged 7-10, 
recalled the moment he met the star 
of Schindler’s List and The English 
Patient. 

He said: “He was terrifying. The 
first time I met him was on set and 
he was filming one of the fight 
scenes. 

“He had fake blood all over him. 
When I first saw him I was just so 
scared. He spoke to me and he was 
really nice but he was really scary.” 

The scholarship student, who 
plays six instruments including the 
ukulele, admitted he was nervous 
during last year’s filming. 

But he added: “Ralph Fiennes was 
probably more nervous than I was. 


He looked really nervous most of the 
time. It must have been because it 
was his first time directing.” 

The schoolboy, who dreams of 
playing James Bond and has a small 
part in the Saving Santa animation 
film which is out this Christmas, 
wants to continue film acting and 
has been told he has a good voice for 
the big screen. 

Since filming he has been living 
something of a jet-set lifestyle, going 
to film premieres in London, Berlin 
and Belgrade, which he was allowed 
into despite being under age for the 
15-certificate film, released on 
Friday to critical acclaim. 

The Leys headteacher Mark Slater 
said: “Harry is a great talent but we 
don’t see it going to his head. He 
remains a very unassuming and 
modest chap.” 

The film, also starring Vanessa 
Redgrave and James Nesbitt, is a 
modern interpretation of the 
Shakespeare tragedy, which sees 
Fiennes’s character take bloody 
revenge on Rome after being 
banished from the city.

received so far showed the 
amount of support there was for 
action for a safer crossing and 
vowed they would keep fighting 
until something happens. 

Sharon FitzGerald, headteacher 
at Houldsworth Valley, said a 
pedestrian crossing had been 
planned for the summer holidays 
but they needed action now. She 
was set to meet traffic bosses 
yesterday afternoon to discuss 
installing temporary measures. 

She said: “I have been raising 


concerns with the council since 
September. It is not until 
something has happened and the 
parents getting involved that 
actually things seem to be 
moving. 

“We don’t want any more of our 
children to be a statistic.” 

She said children were being 
put at risk by cars parking on the 
yellow zigzags in the road and 
parking in the unadopted road 
leading to the school’s entrance 
and said cars often drove too fast 
past the school. 

She said: “We need a crossing, 


we need someone to take 
responsibility for this unnamed, 
unadopted road that leads 
through to the school in order that 
the children are safe coming to 
and from school.” 

The mums are planning to put 
a copy of the petition in 
Newmarket Library and the Forest 
Heath District Council offices for 
the public to sign. 

Once they have gathered as 
many signatures as they can they 
will hand their petition to 
Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk. 


A FAULTY dishwasher is believed 
to have sparked a kitchen blaze.

The 
cause of this incident is 
believed to be malicious.” 

Man denies two 
counts of murder 

A LANDSCAPE gardener has 
denied murdering two men at a 
travellers’ site in Beck Row near 
Mildenhall. 

Christopher Line, of Willow Park in 
Beck Row, pleaded not guilty to 
two counts of murder at 
Southwark Crown Court on Friday. 
The trial of the 28-year-old is set to 
start on June 13 and the 
proceedings are expected to take 
place at Ipswich Crown Court. 

He is accused of murdering Shane 
Hill, 20, and David Castell, 29, 
both from Southend in Essex, at 
Willow Park on the evening of 
Tuesday, March 15.

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Agents warned 
over US rentals 

AN estate agent has been warned 
to expect a slow-down in the 
numbers of US Air Force 
personnel looking for homes to 
rent in the Mildenhall area for the 
next three and six months. 

Balmforth Estate Agents chose 
to open its new lettings office in 
Beck Row in December to be close 
to Mildenhall’s US airbase and it 
also benefits from its proximity to 
Persimmon Homes Anglia’s 
Sycamore Park housing develop¬ 
ment, which has been proving 
popular with buy-to-let investors. 

But new rules for the American 
airbases in Mildenhall, Laken- 
heath and Feltwell mean certain 
categories of US service personnel 
arriving in the area will not qualify 
for a housing allowance to spend 
on renting an off-base home until 
98 per cent of on-base housing is 
full. 

Robert Lewis, a partner at 
Balmforth, said: “The effect does 
not seem nearly as severe as we 
had expected. It’s excluding 
contractors, it’s excluding civilians 
under orders and it’s only 
applying to people who are 
eligible to base housing and if 
there is base housing for that 
particular rank available.” 

Chris Mullender, head of rental 
at Balmforth Mildenhall, said the 
US Air Force (USAF) had warned 
them to expect a slow-down but 
the business had yet to see the 
predicted effect. 

He also said USAF’s lease on 
570 homes in Lord’s Walk in 
Lakenheath will not be renewed 
when it expires in six years and 
anticipated the numbers looking 
for rental accommodation in the 
area would rise as a result. 


Cancer man who 
robbed OAP jailed 

A MAN who robbed a pensioner 
to buy drugs for his pregnant 
girlfriend has been jailed. 

Paul Miller was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Monday 
for grabbing a 71-year-old’s 
handbag in an alleyway near the 
Guineas car park in Newmarket. 

The 40-year-old from Arm¬ 
strong Close in Newmarket had 
barged into Patricia Watson on his 
way back from picking up his 
prescription for methadone, a 
heroin substitute, on December 
20 and made off with £50. 

Paul Booty, mitigating, said 
Miller was living on disability 
benefits because he was suffering 
from terminal cancer which 
meant he could not work. 

The court heard Miller, who is 
still undergoing regular treatment 
for the disease, had started using 
heroin in prison but had made 
efforts to stop. 

Miller, who had pleaded guilty 
to a charge of robbery, was set to 
become a father for the first time 
in February. He was sentenced to 
32 months’ imprisonment. 



From scissors to 
sizzlers at new cafe 

A POTATO merchant is set to welcome 
Newmarket’s early risers into a new cafe in 
premises revamped after a fire. 

Stephen Pope of Studlands in Newmarket 
has just secured planning permission to 
change 82 Valley Way from a hairdressers into 
a cafe which will be open from 6am. 

Mr Pope, who also owns the nearby Valley 
Way Fish and Chip Shop, said he was 
“overjoyed” at the news. He added: “It’s a new 
project. I have got a chip shop there and I’m 
always looking out to do something new. 

“I’m excited about it, it’s something 
different. There are enough empty shops in 
Newmarket as it is. It would be a pity to see 
another empty shop in the town.” 

A devastating fire in a flat above what was 
then the Scissorhands salon in May had 
caused extensive water damage and when Mr 
Pope acquired the salon in October, a new 
ceiling needed to be put in and heaters were 
directed at the walls for two months to dry 
them out. 

But Mr Pope finished decorating the cafe on 
Wednesday, January 18, and it is ready to be 
fitted out. He hopes Pope’s Cafe will be 
opening its doors in around three weeks.

Driver could have 
exceeded 120mph 


A DRIVER in the wrong lane 
who killed a couple in a 
120mph accident may have 
been going even faster in 
before the crash, a court heard. 

Ben Edwards, 26, of Northfield Road, 
Soham, denies two counts of causing 
death by dangerous driving in a crash 
which instantly killed Paul Adams, 40, 
and Kathryn Dunn, 26, as they made 
their way on the A142 Fordham bypass 
in their Mercedes CLK. 

They were going to Gatwick Airport 
for a Caribbean holiday nearly five 
years ago. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
suggested Mercedes SLK driver 
Edwards’s original speed could have 
been “significantly higher” because the 
120mph impact speed was preceded 
by 52.5m of skid marks. 

He asked: “We do not know what 
speed the SLK was doing before it

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started braking?” 

Tim Kirkby, collision investigator at 
Cambridgeshire Police, giving 
evidence at Cambridge Crown Court, 
said: “I don’t.” 

Mr Kirkby said he believed the 
speedometer and rev counter froze on 
impact giving a true reflection of the 
impact speed but it would be difficult 
to interpret a speed before the skid 
marks. 

When asked by Michael Magee, 
prosecuting, if the defendant’s speed 
was a cause of the crash he said: “It has 
got to be considered.” 

He added: “It was 120mph and it was 
very close to the maximum vehicle 
speed for the bend. 

“The speed was a factor in his ability 
to return to the correct side of the road 


to avoid the collision.” 

The investigator calculated the 
maximum possible speed of taking the 
bend, by using a “racing line” and 
staying within the correct lane, as 
between 123-150mph. 

He added that where the cars ended 
up also gave a clue to the car’s speed. 

The officer said: “In order for a 
smaller, lighter car [Edwards’s SLK] to 
have continued in the direction it was 
travelling it would have to have a 
higher speed than the heavier vehicle 
[Mr Adams’s CLK]. 

“The damage was consistent with 
the indicated speed. This supports the 
view that Mr Edwards was travelling 
considerably faster than Mr Adams.” 

Edwards, who was in a coma after 
the crash, was on his way home from a 
Newmarket nightclub when the crash 
happened on March 11,2007. 

■ The trial continues. 


Plan to extend Guineas centre to be unveiled 


A PUBLIC consultation on plans to 
extend Newmarket’s Guineas 
shopping centre and boost the 
declining market is only weeks 
away. 

Duncan Walker, a director of 
Helical Bar, which bought the 
shopping centre last year, said the 
consultation for the scheme would 
be completed before Easter. 

Planning permission for a large 


store reaching into the market 
square with kiosks down its side for 
market traders was granted about 
four years ago and Mr Walker said 
the current green light renewed in 
2011 was “not a million miles” from 
what they had in mind, but said 
they intended to submit a revised 
application. 

He added that retailers tend to 
have their own requirements for 


premises. 

But Mr Walker said the new 
scheme would be aimed at 
accommodating and improving the 
market and said Helical Bar would 
be consulting with the market 
traders in due course. 

Speaking of the market, he said: 
“It needs some attention and 
hopefully this will be the catalyst to 
improve the market and create 


some investment for it.” 

“It will be a good enhancement of 
the centre and hopefully improve 
the centre as a whole.” 

He said the local planning 
authority would have just over three 
months to consider the application 
and anticipates construction will 
take between nine months and a 
year to complete if the scheme gets 
the go-ahead. 


Mobile phones worth 
£4,000 taken in raids 

THIEVES made off with 15 mobile phones 
worth more than £4,000 after a shop in 
Newmarket High Street was targeted twice 
in less than two weeks. 

Three or four criminals stole nine live 
mobile phones, whose value was more 
than £2,000, from a display area in 
Everything Everywhere at 5pm last Friday. 

A witness described the thieves as black 
men of about 6ft who were of medium 
build and were wearing scarves across 
their faces. They said one of the men wore 
a light grey top with the hood up and baggy 
trousers of the same colour. 

But a second witness said the men were of 
mixed race. They added one of the thieves 
wore a smart black coat, a black woollen 
hat with a thick band and had stubble 
showing above the scarf. 

Thieves previously struck at Everything 
Everywhere between 5pm and 5.15pm on 
Friday, January 13. 

Two white men and one black man stole six 
live mobile phones worth £2,000 from a 
display area in the store. 

They were all wearing hats and were either 
in their late teens or early 20s.

Attack leaves stable 
lad with broken jaw 


A TEENAGER who admitted 
breaking a stable lad’s jaw in a 
late-night attack in New¬ 
market has been given a 
suspended custody sentence. 

Both Zak Newton and his victim, 
Imran Bashir, had been out with 
friends in the town in June when 
the incident took place, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard last Friday. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, said 
Mr Bashir and his friends became 
aware of the other group of men 
when they were walking home. 


BY COURT REPORTER 
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Witnesses told police Newton, 19, 
was among a number of people 
who attacked Mr Bashir. The court 
heard the victim fell to the ground, 
where he was repeatedly punched 
and kicked. 

Mr Bashir told police officers the 
next thing he remembered was 
waking up in hospital. 

Newton was seen to crouch over 
Mr Bashir and punch him about 


five times as the other attackers sat 
on their victim. The witness told 
police: “It seemed like they wanted 
to kill him.” 

Mr Bashir suffered a broken jaw 
which required surgery and the 
insertion of two metal plates. He 
was forced to take six weeks off 
work and was still having problems 
with his hearing, the court heard. 

Philip Farr, mitigating, said 
Newton, who pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily harm, 
had been drinking before the attack 
and expressed remorse for his 


actions. 

He said: “He stupidly became 
embroiled in a fight that wasn't of 
his making.” 

Mr Recorder Christopher Makey 
told Newton, of Edinburgh Way, 
Thetford, he would have to pay 
£500 compensation to his victim. 

Newton was sentenced to eight 
months’ custody in a Young 
Offenders Institution suspended for 
two years. He will have to complete 
80 hours of unpaid community 
work and spend 24 hours at an 
attendance centre in Norwich.

A NEWMARKET man is 
asking how long it takes to 
change a lightbulb after a 
street lamp remained out of 
action for half a year.

A question mark over which 
organisation was responsible for 
the lamppost had held up the 
repair, he said. 

Mr Appleby said his email 
count in relation to lamppost 
2217 had hit 68 by Saturday, 
although this figure included 
some ‘for information’ and 
duplicated emails. 

He said: “You should be able 
to just phone the number on the 
lamppost and it should all be 
done - certainly you would 
expect it within a month if not a 
couple of weeks.” 

Forest Heath District Council 
contractors were set to visit the 
lamp yesterday to find out what 
the problem was and fix it. 

Mr Appleby said he had been 
“disappointed” with the delay 
and said he would reserve his 
judgement over plans for the 
lamp’s repair. He said: “I will wait 
and see. It’s just why the hell has 
it taken six months; what sort of 
service is that?”

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Mum trying to turn tragic 
loss into positive action 


Last summer, Anne Thorn’s world fell apart 
when her son Toby - a seemingly carefree, 
happy-go-lucky 23-year-old - killed himself 
in a field in Ely. Here, she shares her 
heartbreaking story, and looks for answers 
about why he did it - and why suicide 
remains the single biggest killer of young 
men in the UK.

A T 10pm on 
Sunday the 
,10th of July 
2011, a policeman 
knocked at my door. 
He’d come to tell me 
that my son Toby 
had taken his own 
life. 

I didn’t fall to floor 
weeping, as they do in TV 
dramas; my brain just 
couldn’t process the 
information. I was in 
shock. I remember saying 
to him: “My life will never 
be the same again now, 
will it?” 

All I could think of was 
cancelling the chimney 
sweep, who was due to 
turn up the next morning. 

I just kept functioning 
when it was impossible for 
me to be functioning. I 
ended up comforting this 
poor young policeman, 
who was only three years 
older than my son. He’d 
been sent on his own to 
deliver this news, and just 
looked lost and 
frightened. 


During the next two 
weeks I bore the 
unbearable. I stood in a 
field in Ely on the spot 
where my son took his last 
breath. I saw my son’s 
lifeless body lying on a 
table. I put my arms round 
him and told him it was 
OK and that I understood. 
But it wasn’t, and I didn’t. 

I bought new clothes for 
him to be cremated in. 

The funeral home handed 
me a black bin bag 
containing the clothes he 
died in, as if they were 
rubbish. I read a police 
report describing how he 
died, and later a post 
mortem report. 

Toby was a student at 
Anglia Ruskin University, 
studying computing. In 
his first year, things 
couldn’t have been better. 
He lived on campus, 
passed all his classes, and 
had his first girlfriend. 

I naively assumed that he 
was on the road to success 
and fulfilment. 

In his second year he 
moved into a shared 
house and, in the summer 


of 2010,1 found out that 
he’d stopped going to his 
lectures. We were in 
regular contact, but it’s 
hard to get young men to 
tell you what’s going on; 
this is one of the reasons 
young male suicide is 
more prevalent than 
female suicide - they just 
stay silent and don’t talk 
about their problems. 

We met with the 
university, who were very 
supportive, and allowed 
him to re-take some of his 
courses. He was offered 
counselling but I don’t 


know if he ever went. I was 
always on hand, offering 
support and love but, in 
the end, that was not 
enough. 

He seemed unfazed, 
happy-go-lucky. He had 
lots of friends, and several 
of them remarked on his 
carefree attitude towards 
life. I just thought he was 
finding his way in life and 
would be OK. 

I had no clue he was in 
such distress that he 
would even consider this 
as an option to ending his 
pain. I didn’t even know he 


was depressed or 
unhappy. There was no 
note, no last message to 
indicate that he loved me 
or had thought of me in 
anyway at the end. It 
would have marginally 
eased my pain if he had 
just left a final scrawl 
saying ‘Sorry Mum, I love 
you’. 

When someone takes 
their own life, people want 
answers. They want neat 
little explanations. At the 
inquest, the conclusion 
was that Toby killed 
himself because he had 


problems at university and 
was in debt. I know it was 
far more complicated than 
that, and from research I 
have done since, I believe 
there were many complex 
factors that, added 
together, led to his action. 
It is also possible that he 
had an undiagnosed 
mental illness, but there is 
no simple neat 
explanation. 

Toby’s funeral was at the 
Cambridge Crematorium. 

I met his friends, who were 
as shocked as I was, each 
one scarred and changed 
forever. They should be 
going to parties, not 
funerals. It floored me 
seeing them gathered 
around his casket, saying 
goodbye and crying. I 
couldn’t watch. 

They gave me a book 
that they had made, full of 
wonderful stories, 
pictures, tributes and 
memories which I will 
treasure forever. That 
night, crying with grief and 
frustration, I shouted at 
the sky: “You stupid boy, 
didn’t you realise how 
much you were loved?” 

How do you tell people 
that your son took his own 
life or ‘killed himself’, as 
the coroner concluded at 
his inquest? It is too tragic, 
too awful for words. 
However it has happened 
to me, to my son, my 
family, and very quickly I 
realised I had a choice to 
make. The easy option 


would be to shut down 
and drown in grief; I have 
chosen to live the best life I 
can in the circumstances. 

One of the first things 
most people said to me 
was ‘I can’t imagine how 
you must be feeling’. This 
is one aspect of this 
unique type of grief that is 
so difficult. People literally 
can’t imagine how you feel. 
Hearing about the death of 
a 23-year-old man is hard 
enough, and when I tell 
them how he died, the 
shock and discomfort is 
palpable. 

As a parent, living 
through bereavement by 
suicide is different from 
any other kind of grief. Our 
job is to protect our 
children from harm, be 
there for them when they 
need us, and I have to live 
with the fact that he didn’t 
come to me for help. 

The guilt, the whys, the 
what ifs, the if onlys, 
destroy any semblance of 
normality and reason you 
ever had. They slay you 
and batter you, make you 
feel like you are going mad 
and bring you to your 
knees. They could take you 
to the same dark place 
where your child was 
when he made that fateful 
decision. 

Toby was my only child 
and I was a single parent. 
How can I live with the 
knowledge that after 23 
years of loving him, 
worrying about him, and 
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supporting him through 
every period of turmoil he 
had ever had, he chose to 
walk into a field and kill 
himself? 

Yet I have come to realise 
that I was not responsible 
for my son’s death. No one 
was, other than himself. I 
don’t blame him though, 
because I know he died 
from an illness; it was just 
an illness that no one could 
see. 

Having suffered this kind 
of bereavement is like 
having a disability, but no 
one can see it. You have to 
adapt and change, and 
learn to live differently. 

I have to learn to answer 
the question ‘So do you 
have children?’ I have to 
learn to listen to others 
talking about how proud 
they are of their child’s 
latest achievement, or 
about how much they love 
having their grandchildren 
around. At the sight of 
small boys in the street that 
look so much like Toby, I 
cannot hold back the 
sudden, spontaneous 
cascade of tears. 

I live with the knowledge 
that I will never know why 


he did it, or what was going 
through his mind at the 
time. He was in so much 
pain he chose death over 
life, even though he had a 
loving family and friends 
who would have done 
anything to help him. That 
is almost unbearable. 

If only people 
considering suicide could 
be visited by the ghost of 
Christmas fiiture, to get a 
glimpse of the legacy of 
pain and guilt they will 
leave to their friends and 
loved ones, like Jimmy 
Stewart did in It’s A 
Wonderful Life, I wonder if 
it would make some of 
them think twice. 

My son was an intelli¬ 
gent, funny, sensitive, car¬ 
ing young man who had 
lost his way and couldn’t 
see a future, and some¬ 
where along the way a seed 
was planted in his mind 
that the solution was to 
leave this world perman¬ 
ently. I now know that this 
is the destiny of hundreds 
of young men every year. 

I have to remember all 
the years I had him, the 
love and joy we shared and 
the millions of happy 


memories. I have to cele¬ 
brate his life, not mourn 
his death, otherwise two 
lives will have been lost. 

He made a choice I will 
never understand, but I 
have to make a choice to 
live the best life I can, and 
attempt to turn my loss 
into a gift that I can give 
others. 

When this happened to 
me I felt so alone, but I 
now know there are 
thousands of other parents 
all over the UK who have 
lost a son or a daughter to 
suicide. I have started an 
internet support group for 
parents bereaved by 
suicide, specifically in the 
UK, so we can help and 
support each other. 

Finally, I send a message 
to any young person who 
is feeling depressed and 
hopeless. If you think you 
are a burden and the world 
would be better off 
without you, you are 
wrong. Please talk to a 
friend or family member, 
or contact CALM or 
PAPYRUS. You are loved, 
your life is valuable and 
you would be greatly 
missed.

I spy a 
butcher 
bird! 

THIS is the masked 
butcher bird which has 
been spotted at a nature 
reserve in Lakenheath. 

The black strip across 
the great grey shrike’s 
eyes did little to conceal 
its identity when it was 
sighted at the RSPB 
Lakenheath Fen nature 
reserve on Friday, January 
13, because of the breed’s 
habit of sitting in the open 
to seek out its prey. 

As well as using bushes 
to perch on, the rare 
blackbird-sized creatures 
employ thorny varieties, 
such as hawthorns, as 
larders for their prey 
which they impale on the 
plant’s spikes. 

This ghoulish habit has 
resulted in the species’ 
nickname of “butcher 
bird”. 

Only about 60 of the 
birds, which nest in 
Scandinavia, spend their 
winters in Britain. A great 
grey shrike last stayed at 
the reserve between 
November 2008 and the 
following April. 

It is possible the new 
arrival is the same bird 


because the oldest 
recorded individual of the 
species was more than 
five years old. 

David White, 
information officer at the 
reserve, said: “It is great 
to have a great grey shrike 
on the reserve again. 

“They behave like 
miniature birds of prey 
and have a habit of 
perching right out in the 
open. Although they tend 
to cover a wide area they 


can be very photogenic, so 
don’t forget your camera if 
you come looking. The bird 
that was here three years 
ago showed that they do 
occasionally stick around 
for a long time so let’s 
hope it sticks around.”

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MR leads Sir Fred call 


WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock is spearheading calls for 
former RBS boss Sir Fred 
Goodwin to be stripped of his 
knighthood. 

The Conservative, whose constit¬ 
uency includes Newmarket and 
Haverhill, has laid a motion in the 
House of Commons calling for the 
honour to be forfeited. 

The motion expresses frustration that 
the banker retains the title “despite 
being largely responsible for the 
decisions that led to the Royal Bank of 
Scotland requiring the largest bailout in 


British history and of any bank 
worldwide, at a cost of £45.5bn, more 
than £2,300 for each family in the UK or 
the entire defence budget”. 

It concludes: “In light of his actions, 
which have been singled out in the 
recent Financial Services Authority 
report as an overwhelming failure of 
top-level corporate governance, it is 
perverse and unacceptable that he 
should retain this title, which should be 
forfeited so as to better reflect the 
severity of his actions and depth of his 
management failure.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron is 
understood to be “sympathetic” to the 


calls to strip Sir Fred of the award and 
said it was “right” it was reviewed. 

Sir Fred was chief executive of RBS, 
overseeing its rise to one of the biggest 
banks in the world, from 2001 to 2009, 
when he took early retirement with a 
pension of about £700,000 a year - 
shortly before massive losses were 
announced and the bank had to be 
effectively nationalised, leading to 
widespread public criticism. 

Mr Hancock is close to top Tories, 
having previously served as chief of 
staff to George Osborne, now 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, when the 
party was in opposition.

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Tainted love 


JENNIFER SHELTON talks to Cambridge graduate and 
actress Lydia Wilson about breaking the ultimate taboo 


NTERNATIONALLY- 
acclaimed theatre company 
Cheek by Jowl has made a 
name for itself the world over for 
its vivid and intense interpretations 
of classic texts. 

Last year they brought their brooding, 
hallucinatory Macbeth to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre. Now they’re returning with John 
Ford’s fearless tale of corruption and incest, 
’Tis Pity She s A Whore. 

Lydia Wilson, who graduated from 
Queens’ College in 2009, takes on the role 
of Annabella, whose passionate affair with 
her brother, Giovanni, forms the nucleus of 
the plot. She’s in Sydney for the start of the 
production’s 2012 run when I call for our 
pre-arranged chat - and has just been for a 
run round the Opera House. 

“It’s gorgeous here,” she enthuses. “It’s 
summer now so it’s really beautiful. I went 
running round the Opera House this 
morning and the harbour and the sea was 
just amazing.” 

In contrast to the Sydney sunshine, this 
dark, dramatic modern interpretation of ’Tis 
Pity loses none of the text’s original 
bloodlust, as Lydia explains. 

“It’s a bit like the Tarantino film, True 
Romance. There’s loads of blood... and 
they’ve put a bathroom on the set which 
feels really domestic and creepy. A lot of 
the violence takes place in the bathroom, so 
you can just glimpse it and, depending on 
where you are in the audience, you see 
different things.” 

As Annabella, Lydia has found herself in 
the midst of most of the play’s gory scenes, 
yet is enjoying playing a complex character. 

“You can go a lot of different ways with 
her, but the Annabella we’ve created is an 
affluent, troubled, lonely girl with a very 


intrusive imagination. There’s also a sense 
that everything that’s going on is her 
fantasy. It’s not quite ‘they woke up and it 
was all a dream’, but she’s driving the 
events, whereas in other productions she 
can be quite a passive character. So she has 
a hand in her own downfall - even to have 
her heart taken out is, for her, a kind of 
narcissism.” 

There aren’t many plays which put 
incestuous siblings in the lead roles, I 
venture. How are audiences responding to 
that? Is it hard for them to engage with the 
characters? 

“We’ve tried to locate it in the emotional 
register, so hopefully people will 
understand emotionally why these 
characters and doing these things,” says 
Lydia. “They get together quite early on, 
the brother and sister, and when we ran it in 
Paris for a month audiences said they were 
almost willing these people to get together 
because they can see their enthusiasm for 
each other. And it’s only afterwards that the 
horror of what’s happened becomes an 
issue. It’s kind of the ultimate taboo, I 
suppose,” she goes on, “so it’s a good 
allegory for considering where we draw the 
line, and where these desires to break 
boundaries come from. 

“In this production, they’ve been really 
keen to look at the family which these kids 
come from and see their behaviour not just 
as an isolated Romeo and Juliet scenario, or 
a romantic Victorian love story where they 
can’t help but fall in love, but actually as 
something they do as an antagonistic act 
towards their family and society.” 


As well as her work with Cheek by Jowl, 
since graduating Lydia has landed roles in 
Channel Four’s Any Human Heart and 
BBC’s The Crimson Petal and the White , 
and made her film debut in Never Let Me 
Go. Yet she owes her success to Cambridge, 
where her love of acting was kindled. 

“I loved it there. I’m from London, but I 
really enjoyed living in a smaller city. When 
I went home in the holidays, getting on the 
Tube, I found I’d really adjusted to Cam¬ 
bridge. It’s just so beautifhl. 

“It’s like a drama festival all year round, I 
couldn’t believe it. I did straight plays and 
comedies and directing ... and I got to play 
old ladies - things you can’t get away with 
in the real world! 

“It was so funny seeing people direct 
plays at the age of 19 -1 was like, what are 
you doing? You’re not grown-ups, stop 
pretending to be grown-ups! But then I 
realised once you’re a grown-up you’re just 
pretending anyway,” she laughs. 

What were her student theatre highlights, 
I ask? 

“We did a production of Romeo and 
Juliet with the ETG which went round 
Europe, that was a real highlight for me.” 

Naturally, Lydia’s keen to revisit a few 
old haunts while she’s back: “Do you know 
Dojos?” she enthuses. “Number 5 - the 
spring rolls - are amazing. But I wasn’t 
ever any good at punting -1 think I went 
once and my friend fell in.”

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YOUNG folk artist who has been 
nominated in the Best Newcomer

Back in November, Derby-born Lucy Ward played 
Ely Folk Club to great success, and on the same 
evening Mike Harding made the announcement on 
his weekly Radio 2 Folk Show that the singer had 
been nominated for the 2012 BBC Folk Awards.

GOOD things come to those who 
wait. And it’s been an agonising 
seven years since writer-director 
Alexander Payne ventured to the sun- 
dappled vineyards of the quirky 
Oscar-winning comedy Sideways. 

He has directed a couple of short 
films and a TV pilot in the interim, but 
Payne’s distinctive voice has been 
silent for too long. Thankfully, the 
acclaimed debut novel of Kaui Hart 
Hemmings has wooed him back into 
the director’s chair, working from a 
beautifully crafted script by Nat Faxon 
and Jim Rash. 

Set against the lush backdrop of the 
Hawaiian islands, The Descendants is 
a heartbreaking portrait of a family in 
crisis. 

Matthew King (George Clooney) 
stares forlornly at his adrenaline- 
junkie wife Liz (Patricia Hastie) as she 
lies in a vegetative state after a water- 
skiing accident. Doctors tell him there 
is no hope of recovery and everyone 
should say their farewells. 

With a heavy heart, Matthew bravely 
gathers together his 10-year-old 
daughter Scottie (Amara Miller) and 



rebellious 17-year-old daughter Alex 
(Shailene Woodley).The older child 
stopped talking to her mother shortly 
before the accident and it transpires 
that Alex discovered Liz was having 
an affair with real estate agent Brian 
Speer (Matthew Lillard). 

Matthew is devastated but decides to 
take a two-day vacation to find Brian 
and inform his rival of Liz’s injury. 

The Descendants is drolly narrated by 
Matthew, who mocks the beauty of 
the Hawaiian landscape and shares 
the secrets to perfect parenting. 
Characters are delicately sketched 
and there are lovely scenes between 
Clooney, Woodley and youngster 


Miller as they try to make sense of the 
hand that fate has cruelly dealt them. 
The film provides Clooney with the 
role of his career and as he elegantly 
navigates choppy emotional waters 
as a father who must turn off his 
wife’s life support machine while 
dealing with the grief of his two 
children. 

The scene in which his character 
prepares to give the final order to 
doctors, kissing his beloved on the 
forehead and whispering “Goodbye 
my love, my pain” as a single tear 
rolls down his cheek, is sublime. 

An Oscar next month would be a 
fitting reward.

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GARDENING 



T HE news that hundreds of 
twitchers have descended 
on a quiet, coastal village 
in Hampshire to catch a glimpse 
of an incredibly rare Spanish 
sparrow may prompt some of us 
to dust off our binoculars to look 
out for unusual birds in our own 
gardens. 

And what better time? With the 
RSPB’s annual Big Garden Birdwatch 
taking place on January 28 and 29, when 
people are invited to spend an hour 
recording the birds they see in their own 
gardens and surrounding area to help 
provide a snapshot of bird numbers and 
species in Britain, we may see something 
other than wood pigeons or magpies. 

Indeed, the mild winter so far should 
have proved beneficial to birds in this 
country because there will have been 
more natural food available including 
insects and accessible berries, according 
to the RSPB. 

However, it is crucial that gardeners 
still top up their feeders and birdbaths 
because if it does turn cold, the birds will 
need sustenance, the charity warns. 

Last year’s Big Garden Birdwatch 
results showed that some of the smaller 
birds which decreased in numbers the 
previous year bounced back. 

Sightings of goldcrests, the UK’s 
smallest birds, doubled, long-tailed tits 
increased by a third and coal tits 
increased by a quarter. 

But in the last 30 years many species

have been in decline. Sightings of house 
sparrows, robins, chaffinches and 
starlings have all declined since 1979, 
while wood pigeons and collared doves 
have shown big increases. 

Indeed, wood pigeons have become a 
pest to gardeners who grow their own 
winter brassicas such as kale and purple 
sprouting broccoli, providing a veritable 
feast for these large birds. 

Some gardeners say the pigeons can be 
deterred by hanging up red cloths. Others 
resort to covering crops using netting. 

“Wood pigeons are happy in lots of 
different habitats, unlike other birds 
which aren’t so adaptable,” says Richard 
Bashford of the RSPB. 

“Some birds avoid gardens because 
they are so timid but wood pigeons and 
collared doves will do well in gardens. 
They will eat fruits, berries, grains and 
seeds and aren’t fussy.” 

The problem is that the sheer size of 
the bigger birds can scare off small birds 
which venture into gardens. Plus, wood 
pigeon numbers continue to increase as 
they are not as susceptible to cold 



weather and have a longer nesting season, 
producing more chicks per year than 
other species. The young are fed on crop 
milk, produced by their parents. 

However, there are specific foods 
which smaller birds love and which you 
might consider when re-filling your bird 
feeders. 

Small birds such as goldfinches love 
nyjer seeds and sunflower seeds. Peanuts 
are rich in fat and are popular with tits, 
greenfinches, house sparrows, 
nuthatches, great spotted woodpeckers 
and siskins. 

Crushed or grated nuts attract robins, 
dunnocks and even wrens. But never use 
salted or dry roasted peanuts and only 
buy from a reputable source. 

Fat balls are great for many birds, 
especially in cold weather, but make sure 
you remove them from any nylon mesh 
before putting them out, as birds can 
catch their feet in the mesh. 

Live food such as mealworms are 
relished by robins and blue tits, and may 
attract other insect-eating birds such as 
pied wagtails. 

Make sure the mealworms you buy are 
fresh. Any dead or discoloured ones 
shouldn’t be used as they can cause 
problems such as salmonella poisoning. 
Again, buy from a reputable source. 

Of course, your own planting scheme 
can also go some way to making your 
garden a haven for birds. 

A good hedgerow, with a mixture of 
deciduous trees, shrubs and climbers, will 
provide birds with both shelter and food.

Leave an area of your lawn to grow long, 
to encourage insects to it, and add some 
nectar-rich plants such as knapweed, red 
hot pokers, Michaelmas daisies, 
snapdragons, cornflowers and cosmos to 
your border. 

Red and yellow flowers are said to be 
the most frequented by birds. House 
sparrows can often be seen attacking red 
and yellow flowers in spring and autumn, 
eating buds and petals. 

Berried plants including the spindle 
bush, the rowan, holly and hawthorn are 
also a magnet to birds. 

When buying bird food, avoid seed 
mixtures that have split peas, beans, dried 


rice or lentils as again only the 
large species can eat them dry. 

Consider also that kitchen scraps such as 
cut-up fruit, cake crumbs, grated cheese 
and uncooked porridge oats are likely to 
attract bigger birds. 

If you select your bird food carefully, 
hopefully you’ll soon have a host of 
winged visitors - and not only the large 
ones - to your garden.

1 Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I j Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
Q unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Pj Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

P| Turn off electric appliances. 

P| Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

□ Turn off water. 

[_j Read gas meter. 

Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Pj Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Caine’s bid 
still up in air 

MICHAEL Caine believes his chances of 
competing in this year’s British Touring Car 
Championship are ‘50-50’. 

The Newmarket racer made an impressive 
debut for the Motorbase team last year, driving 
an Airwaves Ford Focus at Rockingham and 
Brands Hatch. 

Caine’s best result in six races was 10th at 
Rockingham, but he impressed throughout his 
short stint. 

While the team are keen for him to return in 
2012 and race in the prestigious tin-top 
championship, Caine estimates that he would 
need £450,000 in sponsorship to be able to 
do so. 

“I’d love to do touring cars, but it’s a case of 
trying to get sponsors to decide which way they 
want to go,” he said. 

“It’s important to do what I want to do, but it’s 
also important the 
sponsors get something 
from it. Everything is 
up in the air. 

“There’s about a 
50-50 chance. I did 
all right in the 
rounds I did and it 
gave me the 
enthusiasm to follow 
up this year. The 
want me to do it, but it’s a 
case of getting the money.” 

Caine (above), a veteran of the Porsche Carrera 
Cup where he has twice finished overall 
runner-up, had previously been sponsored by 
T-Mobile but changes to the championship 
resulted in the company pulling their sponsorship. 
Whatever happens, the 42-year-old car 
salesman has vowed to do some racing this 
year and could go back into the Carrera Cup in 
addition to historic racing such as the 
Silverstone Classic in the summer. 

“I’m talking to as many people as I can purely 
so I can go racing,” he said. “I’ll be lucky if I go 
racing, whether it’s Ginettas, Porsche Carrera 
Cup, or touring cars. Just to go racing is an 
opportunity I don’t want to miss.” 



Trouble on 
the road 
for big two 


NEWMARKET Town and Mildenhall Town would be 
among the big losers if league re-organisation plans 
are rubber-stamped. 

Under the Football Association’s proposal, 
Mid-Anglia’s five Ridgeons League, Premier Division 
clubs would move into an Eastern Division with 
teams from the United Counties League, which 
would be disbanded. 

The FA’s reasoning is that they want to reduce the 
number of leagues at step five from 14 to 12 before 
the 2013-14 season. 

lez Hall, joint-manager of UCL side St Ives, has 
already voiced his disapproval, insisting the leagues 
should be left alone. And the repercussions of change 
would be massive for the lockeys and Hall. 

The Ridgeons League have produced a mileage 
analysis for the current Premier Division clubs, and 
three - Newmarket, Mildenhall and Haverhill Rovers 
- would be severely hit by travelling, while two would 
be better off. 

Haverhill would be the biggest losers by having an 
extra 569 miles added to their season’s travelling, with 
their average away trip going up by 25 miles. 

Mildenhall would be on the road for an extra 378 
miles and Newmarket would have 219 miles added to 
their annual journeys. 

However, Ely City and CRC would not be 
complaining, with the former having 74 miles 
knocked off their total and the latter being on the 
team bus for 106 miles fewer.
